SYNOPSIS 


On August 24, 2011, at approximately 1835 hours, Deputies EE and Arana were 
working Booking Front and were standing inside uncuff cell #1 giving commands in 
preparation of a search of a line of approximately 120 inmates. After giving several 
commands, Deputy saw that Inmate Villacorte was not following commands, by 
continuing to talk when everyone was instructed to_be silent. After speaking to Inmate 
Villacorte who was verbally uncooperative Deputy M ve him commands to place 
his hands behind his back. Deputi and Arana escorted him to an open space 
on the wall within the uncuff cell to handcuff him. 


As Inmate Villacorte was facing the wall, Deputy a a grasp of Inmate Villacorte’s 
hands with one hand as he removed his handcuffs with the other hand. At this time, 
Inmate Villacorte slipped out of his grasp, turned around and faced him with his back 
against the wall. Suspect Villacorte turned toward Deputy Arana and raised his fists in a 
combative manner. Deputy Arana immediately grabbed Inmate Villacorte’s wrist. 
However, Inmate Villacorte was able to pull his hand away. Inmate Villacorte swung his 
fist toward Deputy Arana’s face but did not connect the blow. Deputy Arana punched 
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Inmate Vi e once in the face while Deputy [EE pushed Inmate Villacorte forward. 
Deputy lappplied knee strikes to Inmate Villacorte’s thighs and lower torso. 


Deputies Wagner and [EEE responded to assist. Deputy M unche Inmate 
Villacorte at least twice in the face and Deputy Wagner applied an elbow strike to his face. 


Inmate Villacorte fell to the ground where he struggled with Deputy Wagner. Deputy 
Wagner punched him several times in the face. During this time, Inmate Villacorte 
punched Deputy Wagner in the chest. Deputies handcuffed Inmate Villacorte without 
further incident. 


Inmate Villacorte was treated in the IRC clinic and transported to LCMC for a three-inch 
laceration to his head and facial bruising. On August 25, 2011, Inmate Villacorte was 
diagnosed and a fractured jaw and fractured nose. On August 26, 2011, IAB was notified 
to assume the handle of this incident. 


On November 10, 2011, IAB investigators "ocat ET «0 was present in 
the uncuff cell at the time of the incident and previously interviewed on camera by IRC 
Sergeant Sagardia. Mr. IEEE said he witnessed a portion of the incident. He said he 
was in very close proximity to Inmate Villacorte when he was struck several times in the 
head by Deputies with a flashlight. He said Inmate Villacorte’s blood splattered onto the 
shirt he was wearing at the time. Mr, provided IAB investigators the same shirt, 
which he said he had laundered since then. The shirt was sent to the Crime Lab to be 
tested for presence of blood the same day. On December 1, 2011, the Crime Lab 
determined that there was no presence of blood on the shirt that was submitted. 


On November 30, 2011, IAB investigators located [EEE who was present in 
the uncuff cell at the time of the incident and previously interviewed on camera by IRC 
Sergeant Sagardia. Mr. IEE said he did not witness any application of force by 
Deputies on Inmate Villacorte.

A short-sleeved T-shirt worn by Inmate et the time of the incident was 
collected on November 2, 2011 and received by the Crime Lab on November 17, 2011. 
On December 1, 2011, a Biological Evidence Examination Report indicated blood was not 
detected on the shirt [EXHIBIT B]. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


On February 14, 2012, IAB investigators went to IRC to see the location where the incident 
occurred. The scene of the incident is located at the Booking Front area of the Inmate 
Reception Center. Uncuff cell #1 is a room, approximately 8' X 10' partially enclosed on 
three sides with safety glass. It is adjacent to uncuff cell #2 (also 8' X 10'), which is across 
the corridor from Isolation cell #104.

CRIMINAL CHARGES FILED 


Inmate Villacorte was charged with Battery on a Police Officer, 243(B) PC. On September 
15, 2011, the Los Angeles City Attorney declined to prosecute. 


INVOLVED DEPUTY AND WITNESS STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as synopses of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


Deputy M 


Deput E's IAB investigators he was assigned to Booking Front when a group of 
approximately 120 inmates were received into the uncuff cell. He instructed the inmates 
to keep their eyes on the floor, to keep their hands to their sides and that there was to be 
talking. He noticed that Inmate Villacorte, who was standing in the fourth line in the middle 
of the uncuff cell, was constantly looking around, disregarding the instructions and talking 
to himself. He approached Inmate Villacorte and asked if he understood English and if he 
heard the instructions. Inmate Villacorte replied, “Yeah, whatever dude,” and kept talking 
to himself and looking around. 


Deputy [EM said he told Inmate Villacorte to put his hands behind his back, which 
Inmate Villacorte did. He applied a firm grasp of Inmate Villacorte’s hands and escorted 
him five feet to a space against a wall within the uncuff cell near all-metal sliding gate, 
where he was placed with his chest against the wall. As Inmate Villacorte was facing the 
wall, Deputy said he still had a grasp of Inmate Villacorte’s hands with one hand 
as he removed his handcuffs with the other hand. At this time, Inmate Villacorte slipped 
out of his grasp, turned around and faced him with his back against the wall. 


Deputy aia Deputy Arana assisted with restraining him by applying control holds 
on Inmate Villacorte. He then heard Deputy Arana say, “He wants to fight. He wants to 
fight.” Deputy said Inmate Villacorte raised his hands to chest level, had his fists 
balled and began throwing punches at their direction. Deputy | said he pushed 
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Inmate Villacorte against the wall, but Inmate Villacorte continued to throw punches, one 
which narrowly came in contact with Deputy Arana’s face. Deputy I ic Inmate 
Villacorte threw approximately eight to ten punches at Deputy personnel. Deputy| 

said he then applied three to four knee strikes to Inmate Villacorte’s thigh, mid 
torso/stomach area, while giving repeated verbal commands to stop fighting and to put his 
hands behind his back. 


Deputies HB anc Wagner responded from the back of the uncuff cell. Deputy 

pplied approximately three punches to Inmate Villacorte’s face which appeared 
ineffective, as Inmate Villacorte continued to punch at them. Deputies Wagner and 
sc Inmate Villacorte and took him down to the floor onto his stomach. 
Deputy aid he then turned his attention to the other inmates in the uncuff cell and 
instructed them to lay faced down on the floor, or to remain seated for those who were 
already sitting. Deputies Wagner and [EE handcuffed Inmate Villacorte behind his 
back and walked him out of uncuff cell #1 and into the corridor through uncuff cell #2, 
where he was then placed in an isolation cell without further incident. Deputy EEE said 
during this time, he remained inside the uncuff cell to maintain control of the remaining 
inmates. 


Deputy J authored a Supplemental Report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT C] and 
submitted it to Sergeant Sagardia. 


Deputy Mark Arana 


Deputy Arana told IAB investigators uncuff cell #1 was filled with approximately 120 
inmates. Inmates lined the perimeter of the room with their left shoulder against the wall, 
and the remaining inmates were lined up in four columns in the center of the room. 
Halfway through calling out the instructions, Deputy stopped and approached 
Inmate Villacorte, who was standing in one of the four lines. Deputy Arana said Inmate 
Villacorte complied with Dep con to place his hands behind his back as 
Depu iB iio him to the northeast wall within the uncuff cell. Deputy Arana said 
Inmate Villacorte was compliant when Deput escorted him to the wall. Inmate 
Villacorte was facing the wall when Deputy] was about to handcuff him. Inmate 
Villacorte suddenly turned with his right elbow tucked into his side and his fists close to his 
chest. 


Deputy Arana said Inmate Villacorte started pumping his right arm counterclockwise twice 
as if he was faking to punch them, at which time he told Deputy that Inmate 
Villacorte was fighting him. Inmate Villacorte pumped his arm counterclockwise a third 
time and then extended his fist toward his face. Deputy Arana said he tried to grab Inmate 
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Villacorte’s wrist and punched him one time above his right temple. Deputy I 
applied a control hold of Inmate Villacorte’s right arm, at which time Deputies Wagner and 
came up from behind and took hold of Inmate Villacorte. 


Deputy Arana said at this point, he turned around to ensure the remaining inmates were 
complying with directions given by another Deputy to sit where they were, with their chins 
touching their chest . He then walked halfway through the one of the search cells with the 
intention to assist Deputies EEn d Wagner by providing them quicker access to an 
isolation cell by unlocking uncuff cell #2 from the corridor side. Deputy Arana said he then 
decided to return to the uncuff cell #1 where the other remaining inmates were. Upon his 
arrival back in uncuff_cell #1, someone had unlocked uncuff cell #2, which allowed 
Deputies Wagner and | Q escort Inmate Villacorte directly from uncuff cell #1 to 
an isolation cell. Deputy Arana said he remained in uncuff cell #2 and did not accompany 
Inmate Villacorte to the isolation cell. Deputy Arana said he believes he saw Senior 
Deputy Miller in uncuff cell #1at the time of the incident. 


Deputy Arana authored an Incident Report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT D] and 
submitted it to Sergeant Sagardia.

Deputy [EEE told |AB investigators he was inside uncuff cell #1 when Deputy 

was giving out the instructions to the inmates. Deputy} stopped, at which time he 
saw Deputies {and Arana escorting Inmate Villacorte to a wall where he was placed 
with his chest against it. They attempted to handcuff Inmate Villacorte, who then turned 
around and took a fighting stance. 


Deputy sketched a diagram and indicated his position, and that of Deputies 
Wagner, Arana, as well as Inmate Villacorte’s [EXHIBIT E]. 

Deputy [EE said he was three feet away when he saw Inmate Villacorte begin to 
swing and punch at Deputies Arana and BN 

Deputy Mae :::: he punched Inmate Villacorte two to three times in the head, one 
or two blows causing Inmate Villacorte’s head to impact the metal sliding gate or door. 
Inmate Villacorte was coming at him again, at which time he punched Inmate Villacorte in 
the face. Inmate Villacorte moved toward Deputy Wagner as if to assault him while yelling 
profanities. During this time, Deputy Wagner gave several verbal commands instructing 


Inmate Villacorte to stop fighting. Deputy Wagner applied an elbow strike to Inmate 
Villacorte’s face and also applied several punches. Inmate Villacorte and Deputy Wagner

fell to the floor, where Inmate Villacorte continued to fight and punch. Deputy Wagner then 
punched Inmate Villacorte several times. 


Deputy I said Inmate Villacorte eventually gave up, at which time he handcuffed 
Inmate Villacorte with his hands behind his back. He and Deputy Wagner helped Inmate 
Villacorte to his feet and escorted him to isolation cell #104 along with Senior Deputy Miller, 
where he was placed inside without further incident. 


Deputy uthored a Supplemental Report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT F] and 
submitted it to Sergeant Sagardia. 


Deputy Chad Wagner 


Deputy Wagner told IAB investigators he was at the entrance of uncuff cell #1 when 
Deputy Mas giving instructions to a group of inmates. Deputy EEE stopped 
talking at one point. He then saw Deputies and Arana place Inmate Villacorte 
against the wall. Inmate Villacorte quickly turned and cursed at them as he then took a 
fighting stance. Inmate Villacorte began to swing his fists toward Deputies Mand 
Arana as he was still cursing at them. Deputy Wagner said he then gave Inmate Villacorte 
several verbal commands to stop fighting and to get on the ground because Inmate 
Villacorte did not comply. 


Deputy Wagner said Deputy then punched Inmate Villacorte in the face with his 
right hand. As Inmate Villacorte was swinging his fists at them, Deputy Wagner said he 
applied an elbow strike with his right elbow to the right side of his face, which caused 
Inmate Villacorte to fall to the floor and land on his back. Deputy Wagner said Inmate 
Villacorte was still actively resisting and swinging his fists, and one point punched him in 
the center of his chest. Deputy Wagner said he then punched Inmate Villacorte in the face 
approximately six times in rapid succession while he simultaneously gave him verbal 
commands to stop fighting and to stop resisting. Deputy Wagner said Inmate Villacorte 
rolled onto his stomach, at which time he and Deputy ere able to gain control 
of his hands and handcuff Inmate Villacorte. Deputy Wagner said he and Deputy 
HE gt Inmate Villacorte up and escorted him through uncuff cell #2 and into 
isolation cell #104 under the supervision of Senior Deputy Miller without further incident. 


Deputy Wagner authored a Supplemental Report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT G] and 
submitted it to Sergeant Sagardia. 
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Senior Deputy Jana Miller 


Senior Deputy Miller told IAB investigators that supervisors usually stand just outside the 
sliding door of the uncuff cell during the time inmates are received and initially processed 
into IRC. A photo of the inside of uncuff cell #1 [EXHIBIT H] was shown to Senior Deputy 
Miller. She could not recall if she was standing outside the uncuff cell at the time of the 
incident with Inmate Villacorte. She said she did not recall specifically where she, possibly 
near the hub of Booking Front and Main Control, when she saw Deputy walking 
toward her with a streak of blood approximately one inch long and a couple centimeters 
thick, on the side of his mouth. Deputy told her that the blood on his face was not 
his and that it belonged to the inmate. She instructed him to wash off the blood. 


Senior Deputy Miller said Deputies [and Wagner were seconds behind Deputy 

ith Inmate Villacorte, at which time she accompanied them from the area where 
Booking Front and Main Control are located, to one of the isolation cells. The handcuffs 
on Inmate Villacorte’s wrist were then swapped out with the handcuffs attached to a chain 
that was connected to the metal bench inside the cell without incident. 


Senior Deputy Miller said she did not witness any application of force by Department 
personnel on Inmate Villacorte, nor did she apply any force on Inmate Villacorte. 


On August 24, 2011, Mr {EEE told IRC Sergeant Sagardia he was in the uncuff cell 
with other inmates when a Deputy gave them instructi keep their left shoulder against 
the wall, chin and eyes down toward the floor. v -i he complied with the 
instructions then and heard a Deputy address the inmate (Inmate Villacorte) directly in front 
of him by saying, “What are you looking at?” Inmate Villacorte replied to the Deputy by 
calling him “dude” and “man”. The Deputy questioned Inmate Villacorte’s response and 
then tried to handcuff him. 


Mr. HE said Inmate Villacorte did not comply with the Deputy and every time he said 
“dude” or “man”, the Deputies punched him. Mr. I the Deputies did not give 


Inmate Villacorte any verbal commands during this time. Inmate Villacorte was then 
handcuffed and taken away as he was screaming and crying. Mr. EEE said the 
Deputies “kept doing whatever they were doing because he could hear the blow.” 


On November 2, 2011, Mr. EEE told IAB investigators he was in the uncuff cell with 
approximately 200 other inmates on August 24, 2011 between 1000 and 1600 hours. 
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There were four Deputies inside the uncuff cell, a short, muscular, White male; a short, 
muscular, White female with dirty blond hair in her mid to late thirties, approximately 5'4" 
tall and 180 pounds. Both were standing at the entrance door of the uncuff cell. Mr. 

said the third was a tall, muscular, White male; the fourth was a short White 
female. 


Mr. S he was standing near the corner of the room when one Deputy brought 
Inmate Villacorte behind him. The Deputy asked Inmate Villacorte, “What are you looking 
at?” Inmate Villacorte replied, “Nothing, man,” The same Deputy said, “Man, who are you 
calling ‘man’?” Inmate Villacorte said, “Naw, dude.” The Deputy then said, “Who you 
calling ‘dude’?” Mr said he initially saw the Deputy strike Inmate Villacorte 10 
times to the back of his head behind his left ear with the butt end of a metal flashlight and 
heard the remainder 27 blows as he counted them to himself. Mr. MEM said Inmate 
Villacorte’s blood got onto his face, arm and clothes. He said he could feel the grazes from 
the Deputies punching Inmate Villacorte in the face. He said he also felt the grazes from 
the Deputies’ kicks and flashlight strikes coming from behind him and to his left. 


Mr. EE said Inmate Villacorte was initially to his left and ended up to his right as 
Inmate Villacorte’s body swung around after being struck. He said at one point Inmate 
Villacorte was facing the wall when Deputies kept punching him in the back of the head. 


Mr. said the Deputies then held Inmate Villacorte against the wall and handcuffed 
him. Inmate Villacorte was still resisting, at which time another Deputy told everyone told 
the other remaining inmates to close their eyes, and to get down on the floor, faced down. 


Mr. SRE said the Deputy told Inmate Villacorte, “Oh, you think you're ballsy?” as they 
dragged him on the floor and stomped on his testicles. He said he heard the kicks and 

unches and flashlight strikes as Inmate Villacorte was screaming and crying. Mr. 
i sic he heard Deputies tell Inmate Villacorte repeatedly to stop fighting and to 
stop resisting. He said he could not see Inmate Villacorte resisting at this point. At one 
point Inmate Villacorte stopped crying and screaming, which led him to believe Inmate 
Villacorte was unconscious. Mr. {EE said Inmate Villacorte was on the ground as the 
Deputies kicked him repeatedly in the chest and stomach while telling him to stop resisting. 


Mr. [EE initally told 1AB investigators that Inmate Villacorte was passed out and 
handcuffed when the White male Deputy and the White female Deputy who were initially 
standing at the entrance door of the uncuff cell dragged him away. He later said Inmate 
Villacorte was screaming and crying during this time. 
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Mr. said the Deputies bullied and intimidate anybody that saw anything saying, 
“You didn’t see anything.” Mr. [IEEE said he didn’t want to be interviewed on video for 
fear of retaliation by the Deputies. 


Mr provided IAB investigators with the shirt he wore at the time of the incident. 
He told them that he had laundered the shirt and that no blood remained on it. IAB 
investigators collected the shirt and sent it to the Sheriff's Crime Lab on November 17, 
2011 with a request for it to be tested for traces of blood. On December 1, 2011, a 
Biological Evidence Examination Report indicated blood was not detected on the shirt 
[EXHIBIT B]. 


Witness M 


On August 24, 2011, Mr old IRC Sergeant Sagardia he was in the uncuff cell 
following instructions given by a Deputy when he heard an inmate (Inmate Villacorte) 
verbally challenging the Deputy’s authority. He said heard a Deputy comment that Inmate 
Villacorte was flexing up as if he was about to assault them. r VT s2'c Inmate 
Villacorte was approximately six feet away from him during this time. 


He heard a Deputy repeatedly tell Inmate Villacorte, “Stop.” Mr. EEE said he then 
complied with another Deputy’s instructions to get on the floor, which prevented him from 
seeing or hearing any application of force by the Deputies toward Inmate Villacorte. 


On November 30, 2011, Mr. S oi IAB investigators he was in the uncuff cell with 
approximately 60 other inmates on August 24, 2011. He was complying with the Deputy’s 
verbal instructions to keep his eyes on the floor, to keep his hands in his pockets and not 
to talk. He was approximately an arm’s length away in front of Inmate Villacorte when he 
heard a Deputy say to Inmate Villacorte, “What are you looking at?” Inmate Villacorte 
replied back with an attitude and said, “l'm looking at you, man.” The Deputy then said, 
“Do you know, do you know who you're talking to?” Inmate Villacorte said, “Yeah, I’m 
talking to you.” 


Shortly after, he heard what he believed to be other Deputies responding. At that point he 
complied with instructions to get down on the floor as he layed face-down on top of two 
other inmates with his right arm shielding his head. Mr. a si: he then heard the 
Deputies repeatedly telling Inmate Villacorte, “Don’t resist. Don’t fight.” He said at this 
point the altercation was occurring to his right side. Mr. Msa he then heard 
Inmate Villacorte scream. He said he did not see any application of force by the Deputies, 
nor did he see Inmate Villacorte assault the Deputies. He specifically said he did not hear 
any sound where Inmate Villacorte was being struck with a flashlight or a baton. He said 
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he only heard Inmate Villacorte being taken out of the uncuff cell but did not see it happen. 


SUSPECT INTERVIEW 
Edgar Villacorte 


On August 24, 2011, Inmate Edgar Villacorte told IRC Sergeant Sagardia he heard 
instructions given by a Deputy to line up and to look down. He said the Deputy then 
randomly approached him and said, “Oh, you don’t want to listen? All right, let's go fora 
walk.” Inmate Villacorte said he followed the Deputy was saying, and the Deputy then said, 
“You wanna get smart? First time in County jail?” 


Inmate Villacorte said when the Deputies tried to handcuff him by the door, he told them, 
“Damn. Fuck. Hey, calm down.” He said he resisted a little, at which time three Deputies 
punched him a couple times in the face, injuring his eye, jaw and head. He said the 
Deputies did not instruct him to stop resisting or to stop fighting. Inmate Villacorte said the 
Deputies then dragged him on the ground and kicked him repeatedly. 


On October 21, 2011, Inmate Villacorte told IAB investigators he was under the influence 
of methamphetamine at the time he arrived at the uncuff cell at IRC. He didn’t like the 
manner in which the Deputy was issuing orders, at which time he took it upon himself to 
express his opinion. He described one Deputy as an Asian male, another as a Hispanic 
male, and another as a White or Armenian male. 


Inmate Villacorte said the Deputies were harassing him and although he didn’t want to 
comply with their instructions, he did. A Deputy then said, “Oh, well we’re gonna take a 
walk.” A Deputy then started to slam his face on the door, at which time Inmate Villacorte 
said he became “pissed” and turned around and started punching that Deputy. A Deputy 
then grabbed his hands in a strong grip behind his back and handcuffed him. Other 
Deputies then “rushed” him and “fucked him up.” The Deputies kicked him in the stomach, 
which caused him to fall down. He said the Deputies then dragged him and kicked him in 
the back of his head, chest and face repeatedly with their boots. Inmate Villacorte said he 
told the Deputies to stop and then started to faint at this point. He also said there were no 
instructions given to him during this time by Deputies. 


Inmate Villacorte said he was crying when he was then taken out of the uncuff cell where 
they turned left and straight ahead to a smaller cell. He said the Deputies continued to kick 
him as they took him across the hallway and into the small cell. After he was placed in the 
small cell where he was by himself, he yelled profanities at the Deputies and challenged 
them to go one on one with him. Inmate Villacorte said he was then repeatedly kicked by 
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five Deputies, one of which he described as a Chinese male, another as an 


Armenian/German-looking male, another as a Hispanic male and two others as White 
males. 


Inmate Villacorte estimated he was punched at least 20 times and kicked at least 10 times. 
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
